On  page  1  and  in  the  table  on  page  4  the  1954  and  1955  Rateable  Value 
and  Penny  Rate  Product  are  shown  as  identical  for  each  year.  This  is 
because  the  figures  quoted  each  year  have  been  compiled  at  the  beginning  of 
each  financial  year  in  April  and  not  in  January  of  the  calendar  year  -  hence, 
these  figures  during  1955  were  in  that  year  more  appropriate  than  the 
figures  quoted  at  the  foot  of  the  table  on  page  4  which  are  based  upon  the 
national  now  assessments. 


The  new  Rateable  Value,  £117*966  for  1956  based  on  the  new  assessments 
is  151$  of  the  £77*882  Rateable  Value  previously  recorded.  Similarly  the 
£490  Penny  Product  is  162%  of  the  previous  Penny  Product  of  £303. 

The  Ambulance  Service  continued  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A. 
McCracken,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  West  Suffolk. 


The  Newmarket  General  Hospital  is  playing  a  part  of  ever  increasing 
value  in  the  medical  facilities  of  the  Mildenhall  District  -  the  excellent 
co-operation  between  the  medical  staff  of  this  hospital  and  the  general 
practitioners  of  the  Mildenhall  Rural  District  has  been  maintained  as  has 
the  helpful  attitude  of  all  these  doctors  towards  Public  Health  matters.

A  further  96  houses  were  supplied  with 
water  for  the  first  time  during  1955  - 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  percentage 

with  piped  water  was  :  89%  86%  83% 


With  so  large  a  proportion  of  houses  having  a  piped  water  supply, 
sewage  schemes  are  urgent  necessities  at  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath. 


All  water  samples  taken  from  water  mains  in  use  ^ave  satisfactory 
results  on  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis. 

62  new  Council  houses  were  erected  during  1955  and  32  private  houses® 


Prom  time  to  time  c  ring  the  year  cases  have  arisen  where  elderly 
persons  have  been  thought  to  bo  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  sufficient 
care  and  attention.  Such  cases  are  seen  by  the  Welfare  Officers  on  the 
County  Medical  Officer’s  staff  wgo  try  to  persuade  them  to  enter  hospital 
or  "Part  III"  accommodation.  Where  the  person  is  unwilling  the  cases  arc 
referred  to  me,  as  the  District  Medical  Officer  can  take  action  under 
Section  47?  National  Assistance  Act.  All  cases  so  referred  during  1955 
responded  to  further  persuasion  by  the  Welfare  Officers  and  myself,  so  that 
they  entered  voluntarily  without  our  having  recourse  to  magistrates  or 
Court. 


As  requested  in  Circular  17/55  Ministry  of  Health,  the  tabular 
statement  of  information  about  the  post-mortem  inspection  of  animals 
has  been  revised  for  the  current  year  so  as  to  include  horses  slaughtered 
for  human  consumption  among  the  animals,  and  cycticorcus  among  the  diseases. 
In  Mildenhall  in  1955  this  mean  only  a  "nil  return"  for  each  of  these  two 
items. 

The  year  1955  in  Mildenhall  was  one  of  very  slight  incidence  of 
Tuborculosis  and  other  Infectious  Diseases  -  moreover,  there  were  no 
deaths  from  these  causes  save  the  eight  deaths  from  Pneumonia  which  might 
more  appropriately  be  classified  as  terminal  to  other  conditions.

Source  ,fA'f e  The  Eriswell  Bore  and  Reservoir  is  owned  by  our  Council  and 

supplies  (in  addition  to  the  villages  ndicated)  the  R.A,F. 
Station,  Lakenheatho  The  Eriswell  Res  avoir  has  a  storage- 
capacity  of  900,000  gallons  -  the  pumping  station  is 
equipped  with  two  electric  pumps  -  one  of  20,000  and  the 
other  of  15 , 000  gallons  per  hour  capacity. 


Source  uB,f B  The  Brandon  Well  and  Reservoir  also  owned  by  our  Council 

supplies  also  houses  in  Weeting  in  the  area  of  the  Swaffham 
R.D.C.,  Norfolk.  The  Brandon  Reservoir  storage  is  100,000 
gallons  -  there  is  a  submersible  electric  pump  working  in 
the  bore  which  is  through  the  centre  of  the  dug  well. 

Two  oil  engines  and  pumps  are  held  in  reserve.

The  remaining  14  unsatisfactory  samples  related  to  12  houses  --  7  of  which, 
being  adjacent  to  the  Council ?s  mains  will  all  be  supplied  therefrom  in  the 
future.  The  remaining  5  have  been  warned  to  boil  the  water  before  use. 


EXTENSIONS,  ETC,  TO  MAINS.  During  the  year  a  small  extension  was  made  in 
Chapel  Road.,  West  Row,,  which  took  a  supply  to  five  additional  houses. 

The  20,000  gallon  pump  referred  to  in  my  previous  report  was  delivered 
and  installed  during  the  year  in  the  Eri swell  Pumping  Station  and  has  eased 
the  position  of  almost  continuous  working  by  the  original  pumps. 


Varpus  points  were  raised  by  the  Ministry  from  time  to  time  during  the 
past  year  concerning  the  proposed  extension  to  the  West  Row  Pen  area  which 
has,  therefore,  not  yet  been  commenced,  A  number  of  other  extensions 
contemplated  have  been  postponed. 


At  Brandon  sites  for  the  proposed  no?/  core  and  rese  voir  were  purchased 
during  the  year,  tenders  obtained  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
consideration,  and  for  consent  to  proceed.  This  had  no c  come  to  hand  by  the 
end  of  the  y^-ar.  Due  to  the  dry  summer  the  Council  called  for  a  decreased 
consumption  over  a  period  lasting  for  approximately  four  weeks,  and  banned 
the  use  of  vaster  for  washing  cars  and  hosing  gardens  at  Brandon. 


The  estimated  amount  of  water  supplied  daily  to  the  Swaffham  R.D.C,  in 
respect  of  the  parish  of  Wee ting  in  December  1955  was  10,230  gallons. 

The  estimated  amount  supplied  each  day  during  December  1955  to  the 
Newmarket  R.D.C,  for  the  parish  of  Kennott  was  5s  600  gallons. 


The  amount  of  water  distributed  from  the  Council's  mains  in  the  Dunstall 
Green  Area  is  estimated  to  have  boon  between  000  ~  1,000  gallons  per  day  for 
the  12  houses  and  farm  premises  which  have-  already  been  connected.  As 
previously  mentioned  this  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Clare  R.D,C. 


It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  Booster  Station  and  Reservoir  at  Lakonhcath  in 
order  to  give  a  more  satisfactory  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  villager 
This  is  considered  urgent  in  view  of  the  development  now  taking  place  in

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AT  BRANDON .  Delay  occurred  in  taking  the  sower  across  to  tho  northern 
side  of  the  river  and  in  talcing  the  rising  main,  at  the  same  time,  to  work 
in  the  opposite  direction.  Those  wore  placed  16  feet  below  the  bed  of  the 
river0  The  work,  which  was  carried  out  in  two  stages,  (half  of  the  river 
being  dammed  at  each  stage)  was  completed  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 
Delay  also  occurred  in  commencing  the  pump  house  on  the  North  side  of  the 
river  while  negotiations  in  regard  to  prices  were  conducted  by  the 
Consulting  Engineer,  the  Contractors  and  the  Ministry.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  however,  substantial  progress  had  been  made,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  work  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1956. 

The  scheme  for  extending  the  sewer  to  the  lower  end  of  Town  Street, 
London  Road  and  Mile  End,  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Plans  for  extending  the  sewer  along  Rattlers  Road  to  serve  a  Council 
Estate  and  some  anticipated  private  development  in  this  area  were  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Minister,  but  approval  had  not  been  received  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  sewer  on  Thetford  Road  has  been  extended  for  a  length  of  40  yds 
in  order  to  deal  with  new  development  adjoining  the  disused  chalk  pit  now 
used  as  a  children*  s  playground. 

The  sewer  on  Bury  Road  has  also  been  extended  a  distance  of  150  yds 
for  the  same  purpose. 

OTHER.  In  view  of  the  national  financial  stringincies  no  further  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  for  Mildenhall  with 
Barton  Mills,  and  that  for  Lakenheath. 

In  Mildenhall  the  older  cesspools  require  infrequent  emptying  -  the 
contents  seep  into  the  surrounding  chalk.  Probably  these  contents  tend  to 
flow  in  a  direction  towards  the  river,  which  direction  is  away  from  the 
Council’s  Water  Scheme  bores.  In  times  of  drought,  with  heavy  pumping  this 
flow  could  be  reversed  with  risk  arising  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
district. 

A,t  Lakenheath  cesspools  require  frequent  emptying  and  the  number 
increased.  There  is  really  no  justification  for  delaying  sewage  schemes 
for  both  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath  beyond  the  present  national  financial 
stress. 

Cesspool  Clearances.  The  estimated  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
area  is  l,04"£u  The  number  of  clearances  made  was  l,027j  of  which  310 
were  free  clearances  under  the  Council  * s  scheme. 

Although  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptier  has  been  fully  employed 
throughout  the  year  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  give  prompt  service 
and  to  deal  with  all  the  calls  made  for  its  use.  It  was  necessary  to 
hire  contractors  to  assist  on  15  days. 

Each  new  house  erected  makes  a  further  call  for  this  service,  and  it 
may  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider  the  purchase  of  a  second 
vehicle  in  the  near  future. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the 

area  call  for  no  special  comment.  Reports  on  samples  taken  from  the 
effluent  discharged  from  the  Brandon  Sewage  Works  shows  that  this  continues 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  result  of  effluents  taken  by  the  Great  Ouse 
River  Board  shows  that  the  nature  and  composition  of  the  effluent  is  we 4.1 

above  the  minimum  standard  of  not  more  than  30  parts  per  million  of 

suspended  solids  and  shall  not  take  up  more  than  20  parts  per  million  of 

dissolved  oxygen  in  5  days  at  20°C.  This  standard  set  by  the  Great  Ouse 

River  Board  is  based  on  the  general  standard  recommended  by  the  Royal 
Commission  on  sewage  disposal.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  paid  to 
the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  and  all  mea-'  slaughtered 
is  inspected.  The  Council  also  acts  as  the  au<  lority  in 
respect  of  inspection  of  pigs  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  Scheme  for  deficiency  payments, 

Ice-Cream.  There  are  no  factories  in  the  area  and  all  ice-cream 
is  prepacked  before  delivery  for  sale  to  the  40  retailers  on 
the  Register  in  the  District, 

Cafes  and  Canteens.  These  are  inspected  at  irregular  intervals 
and  employees  advised  on  matters  of  hygiene.  Canteens  at 
industrial  premises  are  also  inspected  and  action  taken  where 
necessary.

The  Typhoid  case  recorded  is  that  of  a  40  year  old  man,  who  was 
infected  on  the  Continent  whilst  paying  a  visit  to  his  native  Cyprus. 

The  Dysentery  case  recorded  was  that  of  a  6  year  ol  girl  and  was 
part  of  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in  our  neighbouring  Cambridgeshire 
villages. 

The  Poliomyelitis  case  was  that  of  a  boy  age  6  years  -  it  was  a  non- 
paralytic  case  -  no  immediate  source  of  infection  was  detected  but  the 
child's  father2 s  occupation  caused  him  to  travel  over  a  wide  area. 
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
